HAD FINE CAREER ON BRITISH 
COLUMBIA BENCH 


THE LATE HON. F. R. GREGORY 


Retired Supreme 
Court Justice of 
B.C. Passes Away 


Hon. Francis B. Gregory 
Dies at His Craigdarroch 
Home: Had Been on Bench 
Twenty-three Years: Rose 
to Rank of Commanding 
Officer of Fifth Regi¬ 
ment, C.G.A. 

Death brought to a rlos* to¬ 
day the active life of Hnn. 
Francis Brooke Gregory, who re¬ 
tired three yean ago from the Su¬ 
preme Court of British Columbia 
after twenty-three yrers on the 
bench. 

Mr Gregory died at hU home, 1048 
Craigdarroch Road, at 880 o'clock 
this morning in his seventy - fo ur th 
year. He had not been well for some 
time and made two visit# to Mayo | 
Brothers' clinic at Rochester. N.Y- 
in the last two years for treatment. 

In the legal profession and on the 
bench of Canada he leaves many 
friends, as well as those in every- 
day walks of life, among them scores . 
of young people who used to watch ; 
him at work in his famed wood and 
metal -working hobby shop 
Mr. Oregory served on the British 
Columbia bench from 1908, when ha 
was appointed to ..fill one of 
the vacancies caused through, 

the creation of the Court of 
Appeal. In 1988 he fetired on su¬ 
perannuation to occupy his time at 
the work bench of hla shop with Its 
many lathes and tools. ' 

He la survived by the widow and 
two sons. Oeorge Frederick and 
Francis Brooke, at the family resi¬ 
dence, and two slaters. Miss Edith 
Oregory and Mrs. H. V. B. Bridges, 
in New Brunswick. 

Hla distinguished career on the 
bench coincided with an Interesting 
period in the growth of British Co¬ 
lumbia's law courts. For some years 
he woe Victoria's only Judge on tha 
Supreme Court.

Attorney-Oeneral Sloan said: 

“I am indeed sorry to hear of tha 
death of the Hon. Mr. Oregory. 

"His many fine qualities of mind 
and heart fitted him for tha high 
and exacting duties of tha Judicial 
office he held for so long. 

-Always meticulously careful In hla 
own work ho insisted that tbe 
younger members of the bar prepare 
and present their cases with strict 
regard to form and precedent, yet 
withal the younger men always found 
In him a wise counselor and friend 
who. in his Judgments, looked with 
an understanding heart beyond strict 
formality and did substantial Justioo." 

Mr. Justice Murphy said: 

"I Join today with a large circle of 
British Columbiana in mourning the j 
passing of Mr. Justice P. B. Oregory 
who had been my personal friend for 
the last forty years, and a colleague 
on the bench for over twenty years. 
A warm-hearted friend and man of 
sterling Integrity, he was a Judge 
meticulous in ti\e performance of his 
Judicial duties and one who com¬ 
manded the respect, as a Judge., of 
the bar end I believe of all citizens 
of this province. All hla colleagues 
deeply regretted hla retirement two 
yeara ago and feel deeply over hla 
passing." 

Judge P 8 Lam pm «n said: 

"British Columbia has lost a fine 1 
Judicial personality today In the pass¬ 
ing of Mr. Justice P. B. Oregory. and 
a wide circle of friends mourn the 
loss of a highly regarded man. X 
knew the late Justice when he was a 
bencher in the law society of which 
I wss secretary, and enjoyed his 
friendship over thirty-five years ago 
when he woe colonel of the Fifth 
Regiment, of which I was paymaster. 
We had been neighbors at fihawnlgan 
summer homes.

Mr. Thomas, who left the cabinet 
because the budget "leak" tribunal 
held him responsible for disclosing 
budget secrete, announced also he 
would not contest the Derby seat in 
the by-election which hla resignation 
from the House makes necessary. 

Mr. Thomas represented Derby 
from 1910 till the present. 

Sir Alfred Butt, wealthy conserva¬ 
tive member of tbe House also an¬ 
nounced his resignation. He has oat 
for Balham and Tooting division of 
Wandsworth since 1933.

He ran 
as a liberal in Dorchester County m 
a provincial election and waa de¬ 
feated.

Mr. Justice Gregory 

R. JUSTICE GREGORY, WHO 

paued away today at tha age Inf 
ity-four. was very much "the judge" to 
>riam. For a quarter of a century, until hi* 
retirement in 1933, he lerved hi* country with 
distinction on the Bench of the Supreme Court 
of this province. During the latter part of his 
term, following the death ol Chief Justice Hun¬ 
ter, he was Victoria'* only representative on the 
Supreme Court, taking practically all the court 
work here except when he went on circuit on 
the mainland. ‘On the streets at well at in 
court he became something of an institution, 
looked up to and respected by the community. 
He personified dignity and authority. The up¬ 
right bearing and smart step, which came down 
wilrrhim from hit early military days, remained 
characteristic of him to the last. 

He was a Harvard man and one of the 
many sons of the Maritime Provinces who ven¬ 
tured to the west in the latter part of the last 
century to rite to the top out here. Before hit 
appointment to the Bench in 1909 he was a 
leader in affairs here—in the law, in politics 
and as lieutenant-colonel and officer command¬ 
ing the Fifth Regiment. He was a member of 
the Canadian contingent at Queen Victoria's 
Diamond Jubilee celebration in London. Then, 
there was his hobby—his workshop with its 
lathes and jig-saws—that eve r y b o dy tee m ed to 
know about and from which he so ingeniously 
turned out pieces of craftsmanship for liis young 
a* well at old friends. 

Altogether, his was a vital and interesting 
personality. He stood unwaveringly for all the 
highest traditions of the Canadian Bench and 
-he had a burning tense of his public responsi¬ 
bility. He was one who never hesitated to 
speak out when he thought the public weal re¬ 
quired it. Both in and out of the law he made 
a very definite contribution to the life, of his 
community and adopted province.

•"THE CANADIAN SENATE LAST 

1 night figuratively put Canada back in her 
swaddling clothes by voting forty to fifteen 
■gainst submission of a petition to Westminster 
—the British Government—asking for specific 
amendments to the British North America Act 
There are. by the way, sixty-one Conservatives 
B the Upper Chatnber and thirty-four Liberals; 
one seat it vacant In the Lower Chamber, 
the- House of Commons, whose members arc 
•lected by the people, then an 171 Liberals 
and forty Conservatives. 

Rt Hon. Arthur Mcighen. a former Prime 
Minister and now leader of the Conservatives 
in the Senate! objected to the proposal of the 
House of Commons specifically. In the mam 
he confined hit hostility and that of his majority 
following to the Dominion Government's desire 
to obtain constitutional power for the provinces 
to impose indirect taxation. Obviously he con¬ 
sidered this a suitable peg upon which to hang 
hit argument. There it, however, a much wider 
issue involved than the specific item or item* 
back of tbe request of the House of Commons. 

In view of what happened yesterday, it is 
fitting to tales our minds back ten yean—to 
the Imperial Conference of 1926 in London. 
On that occasion the historic Hal four resolution, 
which was approved, set forth: "The self- 
governing Dominions are autonomous communi¬ 
ties within the British Empire, equal in status, 
though united by a common allegiance to the 
Crown." Then again, on June 30. 1931, the 
House of Commons at Westminster approved 
the enactment of the Statute of Westminster, 
which emancipated th* provinces as well as the 
Dominion from the operation of the Colonial 
Laws Validity Act. This, in other words, re¬ 
moved what legal limitations existed as regards 
Canada's legislative autonomy. 

It may be that some of the specific points 
of the argument supporting Canada’s desire to 
be mistress in her own house are open to de¬ 
bate, although we doubt d. But what wil 
•trike the majority of the people of this country 
—at least that it our view—is the attitude that

TRICKS FOB MAKING BEST USB 

OF MEAT ABF. RC.lt ECONOMY 
By MABY E HAGUE 

Thoughtlessness In cooking steaks 
and chops may make them an ex¬ 
travagant luxury, sure enough. They 
are not so. necessarily, to begin with. 

Porterhouse steak Is carelessly pre¬ 
pared In many households to that 1% 
it Is not given its full value. Aside 
from the waste In bone and fat, the 
tall usually la considered unfit to eat. 
More often than not it la over-cooked 
before the rest of the steak la don# 
and appear# on the table an unappe¬ 
tising burnt offering. 

But the tall has a fine flavor and If 
It Is cooked properly la just as de¬ 
sirable aa the tenderloin itself. Try 
trimming the meet from the fst. Put 
this piece of lean meat through the 
food chopper twloe. Season with V4 
teaspoon salt and a few grain# of 
pepper. Mix with a few drlM bread 
crumbs and a tablespoon or two of 
milk. Stir lightly with a fork until

Rib lamb chops are cheaper than 
loin, but they, too, may be served 
Just as attractively if boned and 
rolled. Ask yo ur butch er to ‘ Tr e nch ** 
tha chops lor you. To do this ha will 
scrape the meat from the bone. Then 
I you can disjoint the rib froip the bit 
of back bone and curl the meaty end 
back against the eye of the chop. 
Fasten with a skewer to keep in 
shape during cooking. Broil aa usual 
and remove skewer before serving. 

Cheap cute can be run through 
the food chopper several times and 
made Into flakee that can be cooked 
quickly and are tender and appetis¬ 
ing. It Is true that most of tha 
quickly cooked cut# of meat are tha 
expensive ones and few at us want 
to spend long hours In the kitchen 
cooking the cheaper cots so tha 
chopping of the eoareer-gralnsd cute 
makse them tender enough to cook 
quickly.
